Arkansas Citt, ICak., March 21.— 
(icn. llatcli has just received word 
by courier from the Sac and Fox 
agency, 150 miles southeast of here, 
that a large body of colonists passed 
that point on tliii Kith inst., en route 
lo Oiciahoma, and that the main body, 
eonslsting of about 150 persons, were 
from Cotfeyville, Kan. Ca|)t. 'I'oiii 
Dewuese, with four companies of the 
Nititli Cavalry, is already scouting in 
lhat i>ortion of the territory, and a 
courier lias been dispatclied to him 
to intercept this colony if possible be- 
fore it reaches Oklahoma, and to turn 
it back. Sliould the colony reach Ok- 
lahoma, it is understood their stock 
will not bo destroyed, but that they 
will be compelled to leave. These 
men left the Kansas lino before Pres- 
ident Cleveland had issued thin proc- 
lamation, and tliey know notlilng 
about itj but Cicnoral ilali h believes 
Dewceso will be able lo ;;ci bchvccn 
tlieiii and the Oklahoma coiiiilry by 
forced marches and thus compel them 
to turn about without even having 
had a glim|>so of tlio promised land. 
Dowccsc, however, was, on llie 14tli 
inst., 100 miles north of the Sac and 
I'ox agency with his battalion and it 
looks as if tbu colonists would beat 
him in the race to the Cimarron riv- 
er, or whore it was intended to enter 
Oklahoma.

In ordinary brisk times the Wail Struct 
brokers make more money and niako it 
easier thnu any other set of profess'onnl 
men. To do a legitimate hroki'iagc 
biuiness does not necessitate the sllirht- 
est risk, nor does it imply that tiie hr >- 
ker must in any way become a specula- 
tor. As business is condnctcd on tlic 
New Ifork Stock Kxchange tin! lirnker 
simply lends the money to his c islnnier 
with wliich to purchase stocks, ami tliea 
docs the buying for tho purchaser i lic 
customer makes a part payment, wlm li 
is called margin, and that insures Ihc 
broker against loss throngh the depreci- 
ation of tlie i)ro|)erty purchased. An 
erroneous impression prevails ihat lliere 
is no genuine transaction in stocks when 
a purebase or a salo is made in tl|e New 
York Stook Exohango, but that tho 
whole is fictitious. Tills is true of some 
of tho grain marts, liiit in tlic Stock 
Exchange the stock cerla'nly is hough t, 
paid for and delivei-ed, and may be 
tranferred into tho name of a cmtomer 
on the company's books. That is onii 
reason why the transactions of I he In o- 
kers hecnmc so ennrinoiis and why .so 
much capital is reipiired lo carry on a 
brokerage husiiicss, A broker wiio hiivs 
100 shares of Lackawanna at. 93 gives 
his] dicck for $9,000 to the hroker 
who sold it. M!iil i,'e(s Ihc slnek eerlifi- 
catc in return. If he huys I, nun shares 
lie pays .^HO.ii.iii for it. In other words, 
lie gives .'jillO a sliarc. It brisk times tho 
liig slock hrokeraire liousos d:) 2;),n01 
sliarc* a (ia; . aiiii .i;ivc clun'ks o;* lake, 
checks for '*ii.oii.i.'iK)0.

Vuriou.s opinions have been held as lo 
its origin ; soine aserilie il lo ilio ,Ich is'i 
ephod, lo tlic Koman toga, and olheri 
to the ordinary mantle of same name 
worn by Komans, liy church autliori- ' 
ties it is claimed that St. I'aiil, Ihe lirst 
hermit, near Ihc end of his days receiv- 
ing a vi.sit from St. Anthony. Iiegged 
him to prooure for him the robe of tho 
great Athanasiati that ho might bo bu- 
ried in it. On St. Anthony'ii return with 
the cloak, he found I'aiil already dead, 
and. executing tho pioiia rc(|iio.st, took 
for himself I'aul's tunic of palm leaves, 
and ever altcrwards wore it on tho 
high fe»tival,s of Ea.ster and I'cnlecost. 
It is alio narrated tiiat St. Igna- 
tius, patriarch of ('onstanlinople, wore 
tho cloak of St, .lames the 
Apostle. Libcratu's, the deacon 
in the 8ixth century, states that it Is 
the custom nt Alexandria for him who 
succeeds a di ccased bishop to keep vigil 
by llie cor|ise of the departed, and hav- 
ing buried him to take the |ialliiiin of 
.Si. Marli and place it on his own neck, 
afler which lie is held lo laH'fnily oc- 
cupy ids plac". According to tills 
writer caiOi sneeeediug patriarch of 
Alexandria assiimei! Ihc pallium ot St, 
Mark and \v,is emisidi ved as legitlr 
mately inducted into oflioe, 

A stmtlar custom prevailed in the 
Church at Constantinople. Thoso fauts, 
it is argued, esiablisli an antecedent 
probability that the s n- -e-s tr of St. 
Peter a.ssumed al.so as tin- insignia of 
his oHIoe the pallium of St. I'cter, and 
in conlirmation of tho fact of the early 
Popes wearing tiie palliiiin Ihe prolrnits 
of the Po|)cs In ihc Basilica of St. I'aiil 
al Rome, in wlileh the mosaic protrnits 
ot Ihc Pope hack lo St. l>eo I, in the 
year 440, these e.irly I'ontiti's are uni- 
formly clothed in the white tunic and 
while woolen )>a1l!um always attributed 
to St. Peter.
